Lake Weeds 
Result From 
Poor Land Use. 


by Willard Bosserman 
County Extension Director 

was amazed at a meeting of 
é igan Councii 
iS Watuiai Re- 
source Cumimittee a short time 
ago when some people were 
slill talking of dredging and 
filling around a lake to develop 
the land 

f was wrong in thinking 
everyone knew that to do so 
invites more rapid ageing of the 
lake. 

t just received a new Ex- 
tension bulletin which goes into 
some detail about what weeds 
appear first as the nutrient level 
begins to increase. It follows 
the development to the point 
when the water is eventually full 
of duck weed and planktonic 
algae. The planktonic algae 
float in the water, cutting off 
light to other aquatic plants. 
Tie ditch Weed Noats on top of 
the + falso shutting off light 
lo submerged weeus. 

Or. Clarence D. McNabb. 
Department of Fisheries and 
Wildlife. Michigan State Univer- 
sity says in the bulletin, “Any 
reasonable hope for success- 
fully controlling aquatic plants 
and maintaining suitable water 
quality for recreation depends 
upon minimizing the rate of 
nutrient input. If the shoreline 
of a lake is undeveloped so that 
alternatives for land use still 
exist, plan any development 
cautivusiy. For example. areas 
that are essentially marshes 
might be betier left alone. 
Stagnant water areas, such as 
channels ihrough marshy land, 
become impassable and un- 
sightly with age. They have 
been developed over and over 
again for the purpose of in- 
creasing on-water footage of 
real estate. Countless examples 
exist to condemn this strategy.” 

“In the absence of effective 
watershed planning, problems 
with plants have occurred in 
racrealional lakes. or will be at 
hand in the next few decades. 
The alternatives availatte tor 
m-lake treatment of excessive 
Plant growth are costly in dol- 
lars and energy. Short of steri- 
lizing the lake with chemicals. 
the results are. to some degree. 
unpredictable. One reason for 
this is because the plants or 
their fead remains serve as the 
food-base for microbes and 
larger animals of the system. 
Changing the condition of the 
tood-base causes a cascade of 
elects through the microbe and 


animal nooulations.”

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The new year of 1978 is hardly 
underway, and the way the political ball 
is whirring in Michigan, you'd almost 
think if was an election year, 

What with the state’s suddenly-found 
budgei surpius, and ihe governor 
advocating a tax cut, and all that sort of 
thing, the earmarks of an election year 
cannot be missed. 

Incidentally, with the political over- 
tones indicated in Gov. William Mille 
ken's Slate-olihe-state Wigesaye — ta 
relief for homeowners, heip for the 
elderly, concern for the farmers, etc., 
etc., etc., — there can be little doubt 
anymore, if, indeed there ever was any 
doubt, that Milliken will be a candidate 
for re-election. 

But the more interesting aspects of 
election year 1978 in Michigan most 
likely will be the race for United States 
Senate. 

Sen. Robert P. Griffin is retiring — 
unless some last-ditchers can talk him 
out of it, which they are trying to do, but 
which is unlikely — and that leaves a 
clear shot for would-be statesmen from 
both major parties. 

Candidates are fiocking to the 
starting line like early birds after a covey 
of worms, or like the Dallas Cowboys 
after a fumble. 

Most voters have never heard of most 
of the early candidates, and, after a 
relatively brief fling in the campaign 
arena, most voters will never hear of 
them again. Tiai's ail right. too. 

The candidates will spend a flock of 
money and a lot of energy. shake a lot 
of hands and spin a iot of wheeis. rake 
a lot of speeches and bend a lot of 
voters’ ears, but on election day, most 


of them will still wallow in relative 
anonymity. 
Why, then, do so many otherwise 


intelligent individuals plunge so single- 
mindedly into the generally unpleasant 
assignment of seeking a statewide 
office? 

One of the vital attractions for

would-be senators, this time more than 


usual, is that there is no clear favorite 
on either side. When an incumbent

leaves a Senate seat vacant, as Mr. 
Griffin is doing this year with his 
retirement, the “situation is unusually 
enticing for the guy who always thought 
he could provide the answers the world 
is seeking. 

Normally sitting senators don’t retire; 
usually there’s an incumbent with 
whom to contend, and incumbency 
normally is a leg up in any politicat 
campaign. Thus an open Senate seat, 
wiift no incumbent, is an unusuai 
opportunity. The flock of candidates 
knows this. 

For an exercise, roll these Democratic 
names off your tongue as possibly ihe 
next United States Senator from Michi- 
gan: 

Philip H. Power, a Livonia weekly 
newspaper publisher; John Otterbacher, 
a Grand Rapids state senator; Anthony 
Derevinski. a Muskegon state senator; 
Dudley Buffa, from Detroit, a senatorial 
staff assistant; Warren Bracy of Ann 
Arbor. a professor; Richard VanderVeen 
of Grand Rapids, an attorney. 


How about these Republican names: 

George Roche. who's a_ college 
president from Hillsdale; or Brooks 
Patterson, who's a prosecutor from 
Pontiac; or James Daman from Eaton 
County, who used io be a hardware 
dealer but now is lieutenant governor; 
or Philip Ruppe from Houghton, who 
used to be a businessman but spent the 
iasi several yveats as a Condressman; or 
Dean Baker from Ann Arbor, a business- 
man and university regent. — 

These lists are not inclusive, but even 
this roster gives some idea of the 
grab-bag aspect of the campaign so far. 

None of these names ignites imme- 
diate excitement, or even has a very 
high public recognition level, which 
indicates why. so early in the game, the 
race for United States Senate in 
Michigan is anybody's guess, first of all 
in both primaries. and then again In the

substantiate his charge that 
16 criminal charges were le- 
veled against committee 
members and our families 
last year. If he can't support 
this, we'll ask him for a 
public retraction of that 
statement.” Mrs, Kucharek 
said that if Kent could not 
back up his charge, and then 
refuses to issue a public 
reiraction, whe committee 
would “proceed” further. 

Although the recall effort 
surfaced after the Social 
Services building dispute, 
the committee indicated that 
an undercurrent of dissatis- 
faction with the performance 
of the Prosecutor has been 
evident throughout the com- 
munity fur some time. Some 
eight individuals, “from ev- 
ery walk of life.” according 
to Mrs. Saidak, have heen 
Cireulaling petiiions iow for 
three wecks in an attempt to 
gain the necessary 650 sig- 
natures required to proceed 
with the recall attempt. 

If successful, the petition 
drive could lead to a recall 
vote at which time the pubiic 
would ultimately decide on 
ihe Prosecutor's fate in 
office. This could presum- 
ably taxe several months. 
Kent was elected to a 
four-year term in 1976 and is 
now in his second year as 
Crawford County's Chiet Law
